Camacho Is Inaugu­ 
rated for 6-Year 
Term 


Mexico City, Dec. 2 (AP)—Mexico 
embarked today on a strong policy 
of continental solidarity backed by 
her new president, 43-year-old Gen­ 
eral Manuel Avila Camacho, 
who 
was inaugurated ^yesterday for a 
six-year term. 
“The entire continent, united un­ 
der the same principles and cover­ 
ing well every weak spot in it. shall 
render Itself invincible,” the na­ 
tion’s 46th president declared in his 
inaugural address. 
“It does not m atter that many of 
the nations are weak and 
small. 
The fact remains that our cause is 
a common one and that our 
na­ 
tional economies, great and small, 
the one joined to the
